Reports of Subcommittees and Updates on Current Projects 

Battle Road Scenic Byway: The designation process is moving forward from the state to federal level. MAPC will be 
holding an open house in February. Angela will forward the information to the committee 

Outreach to museums and business community: The Committee has successfully completed outreach to and 
discussions with the three museums in town, and now will undertake outreach to three groups: 

The Chamber of Commerce and Rotary Leadership: Angela will work with Bob Bowes on scheduling this 
meeting, which is likely to be a breakfast meeting. She will inform the committee when she has a date for this 
meeting. 

The Tourism Councils of Lexington, Lincoln and Concord. Sharon will contact Clarissa to get contact 
information for these three committees. Tom and Kirs i will work in subcommittee to draft a set of questions we will 
use to do the outreach. We shall report back to the committee on both issues in February. 

Cultural Organizations and Arts-Friendly Businesses in Arlington. This outreach will be the last in our line of 
efforts, to be held in late Spring. Sharon will send out a report that the Arlington Cultural Council developed three 
years ago that will start our list of organizations to contact for this effort. Committee members will suggest 


additions/changes on review. 


Cultural sites and directional signage: Clarissa Rowe is working on a warrant article. The Committee hopes to 
receive a draft of this article for review in advance of the next meeting. Sharon will ask Clarissa for the most recent 
version of the article. 

Patriots Day 

The Committee spoke at length aboutthe need to re-invigorate the Patriots' Day events in Arlington. Sharon 
reported on her meetings with Paul Graham of the Menotomy Minutemen and Bill McCarthy of the Parade 
Committee. It is likelythat nextyearthe Arlington parade will be held on Monday, butthis year it will be up to the 
committee to develop events to bring people to Town Hall in anticipation of the arrivals of Paul Revere and William 
Dawes. After much discussion, the Committee developed a draft plan to hold an eventatTown Hall from 11 to 1 
p.m. on Patriot's Day. Tasks were assigned to develop the activity; 

1. Sharon will contact Patsy Kraemer and confirm the availability of Town Hall. 

2. Sharon will contact the libraries in communities through which the ride passes to discuss the viability of 
promoting a Twitter initiative to track Revere/Dawes on their routes. She will also contact the National Lancers. 

3. Kirsi will investigate the process for setting up a hashtag or hashtags to track Revere and Dawes under one or 
two hashtag conversations. 

4. Tom will contact five restaurants to explain our plan and see if they would be interested in selling food atthe 
event. 

5. Entertainment options: Kirsi will contactan Arlington woman who does Revolutionary War reenactments. 
Sharon will contact Arlington Friends of the Drama and Leland Stein for participation and/or advice. 

6. Family Activities: Angela will contact Playtime to develop a budgetfora sign-making activity for young people. 

7. Coordination with Arlington Historical Society: Angela will be the liaison to the AHS and keep their plans and 
ours in coordination. 

8. Outreach through the schools and other community groups will be key to success of this event.

New Business 

Howard Winkler presented an idea to establish an overlay historic district, to be named the Menotomy Historic 
District, in the Town of Arlington. The Committee was enthusiastic aboutthe idea because the district would 
provide a defined area in which it could concentrate scenic byway initiatives and because it will allow Arlington to 
reclaim the name of Menotomy. Howard will contact the Historical Society to discuss documentary sources at our 
disposal for mapping the proposed district.
